\WWHEN a policeman does his duty and arrests 

drunken driver, who is driving without lights; 
weaving all over the road or gets his car in a jammed 
position and is unable to extricate it by his own efforts, 
the general public think they are safeguarded when he 
is arrested—and especially so when they read the next 
edition of the paper that so and so got seven days in 
jail and a year’s suspension of his driver's license,

Acquit On Same Evidence
